Perdicaris is of Greek origin, but Is 


a naturalized citizen o£ the United 
States. He married an Bnglish wo- 
man. He lived at a villa near Tan- 
gier, and was seated at a table with 
his family, when the hotise was sud- 
denly surrounded by a crowd of armed 
Arabs, headed by Fraissouli, who gave 
orders to seize Pardicaris and Varley- 


It is understood that the Moorish au- 


thorities 
will accede to all the de- 


mands of the brigand chief in order to 
secure the release of the prisoners. 


Fraissouli has notified

El Torres,, the representative at Tan- 
gier. jo.r jjteeign affairs cff the sultan ot 
Morocco, that he requires the removal 
of the sultan's troops from his district, 
the removal of the governor of Tangier 
and the release of a number of impris- 
oned bandits.

After Full Identification as That of George Neuhart 


the Young Columbus Bank Clerk, Was Shipped 


to Woodsfield for Burial—No Cause is Known. 


Nothing has occurred in this vicinity 


for a long time that has excited so 
much comment or wonder as the ap- 
parently uncalled "for suicide of George 
Neuhart, the well-known.tank clerk of 
the. Huntington hank of 
Columbus.

waters of the Raccoon 
creek, abour. 


one mile east of Granvilie. oa. Thurs- 
day morning. As stated in Thursday's 
Advocate, Mr. P. "W. Huntington, pres- 
ideDt of the Hunungton Banking com- 
pany of Columbus, arrived here on the 
three o'clock interurban car and fuliy 
identified the body. On Friday morn- 
ing Mr. L. P, Neuhart, a brother, and 
B. Zitzman, a brother-in-law, both oi 
Woodsfield, arrived here about 
three 


o'clock." They fully identified the re- 
mains as those of George NcuHavt. and 
left with the body ;or Woorisliehl 
at 


noon, where the 
intierment will be 


made. On account of an accident on 
the Newark and Granville Electric 
railroad, the witnesses to the tragedy 
were unable to come here on Thursday 
night and the inquest was postponed 
until this afternoon. 


The Columbus newspapers of Thurs- 


day evening all speak in terms of high- 


est praise concerning George Neul'.arc. 
The Dispatch says: 


"News of the death of George Neu- 


hart came as a decided shock to his 
friends, and especially when the na- 
ture of the death was indicated to 
them. P. 'W. Hu.ntiagton, who was 
notified by wire from Newark of ths 
iinding of the body, went to that city 
at 1:20 p. in. to take charge of the re- 
mains and see that every 
attention 


was given that was possible. 
At the 


Huntington bank it was stated that 
Neuhart had been associated with the 
institution as a bookkeeper for threu 
years. He came to them 
from 
the 


Hayden-Clinton tank at the time of 
the consolidation. 
He was 
he-Id 
in 


very iiig'h esteem by those of 
both 


banks who had been thrown into close 
association with him. 


Some days ago Neilhart asked for a 


vacation, saying that he woulc! pre- 
fer to take the time at this season to 
later in the summer, and arrangements 
were at once made to relieve him from 
duty. 
He left Columbus 'on Wednes- 


day and it was presumed that lie wa-s 
going to Woodsfield. in Monroe coun- 
ty, where his mother and sister still 
reside. 


He had teen in a morose condition 


for some days, but there was no sus- 
picion on the part of his associates in 
the bank that he had any intention 
or even inclination to make way with 
himself. It was thought that the rest 
at his home with his relatives 
would 


rest-ore him to his 
•wonted frame of 


mind. 


The deceased had resided with Mr 


and Mrs. Frank Higgs, 121G Fair ave- 


nue, 
for several years, and had lived 


in Columbus for about .12 years. 
Dur- 


ing the past ten days he lias been 
ailing, although there was nothing in 
particular about which lie complained. 
He seemed to be melancholy, but ap- 
peared brighter 011 Tuesday when he 
started for his old home. 


He said or did nothing to indicate 


that he intended to commit 
suicide, 


and the famiTy was shocked when they 
received the news. 
Mr. Higgs left on 


the first train for Newark and he will 
probably bring the remains to Co- 
lumbus for burial. 


The circumstances surrounding the 


death and the fact that the deceased 
had no considerable sum of money, so 
far as known upon his 
person, seem 


to make it perfectly clear that death 
was the result of. Neuhart's own ac- 
tions. The only solution of the matter 
that 
can lie reached here is that he 


started for Woodsfield, but 
left 
the 


train at some point west of Newark, 
perhaps at the crossing of the T. & 
O. C. and the B. £- O. roads, to 
the 


south of Granville. 
From that point 


it is but a short distance to the place- 
where the dear! bodv was found.
